Our present laws forbid the sale 
of rum, brandy, gin, w'ine, or any mixture of 
them in any form, except for medicinal, me¬ 
chanical, or chemical purposes, and the penal¬ 
ties for violations of the law are severe. Alco¬ 
hol is imder the ban here pretty closely, and ive 
are using what law we hare to good effect, in 
some of our counties. At the last term of tee 
Court in this place, the law was put to the rum 
sellers in good style, and fines varying from 
$20 to $50 were assessed by the court in all 
cases. Two venders had three $-50 fines each 
to pay, together with costs of prosecution. Sa¬ 
loon-keepers, who had never been indicted bo- 
fore, were fined but $36 each and costs, for 
each sale upon which they were indicted, while 
$20 and costs in each case, were exacted of 
apothecaries where they sold contrary to law. 
AVe are resolved to have the Slate in pretty 
good temperance condition when the law similar 
to yours shall come into operation. Our east- 
om towns shall not be much longer grog-shops^ 
for the towns of your Stale, which border on 
tea Granite. State. 

AVe are also in the midst of a warm political 
contest, and 'sve have just five weeks between

About this rather singular production, a word 
or two seems necessary. Whether it be really 
a genuine antique, or a more modern imitation, 
is a question for critics to discuss We can on¬ 
ly throw such light upon it as we happen to 
possess, and such as the document bears on the 
face of it.

some facts in reference to the operation of 
the Fngitive Slave Law, which are sufficient¬ 
ly interesting and important to be made pub¬ 
lic. For obvioiiB reasons I must omit the 
names of [daces. These facts may be relied 

In one of the cities of New England, there 
is a small Baptist church of colored people. 
It consists of 120 members. Of these 60 
hod escaped from Soutliern bondage, and 
were consequently on the list of those pro- 
scrilted by the Fugitive Slave Law. The old 
law had becotne a dead letter. UncoiiMious 
of danger, tiiev were pursuing, mdustriously 
aud clieerfiillv,’^their several avocations, wteu 
this dreadful' edict was announced, liie 
pallia was terrible. Fathers were in daiiger 
of being torn from their wives and children. 
Motliers were liable, at any moment, to be 
hurried away from their families. As it is 
the law of Slavery, that tlie child is to fol¬ 
low Uic womb wfiich bore it,- the children of 
theSe mothers, born ot free fathers, baptised 
ill free churches, and educated in free schools, 
were liablp at any time to be maiiacled and 
sold to Southern taskmasters. In consterna¬ 
tion the little, church met, and with prayers 
and tears implored the aid of God. 

Tlie slavehmiter was immediately after 
them. Writs were odt for their arrest.— 
They trembled by day and by night They 
dared not appear in the street They dared 
not enter the shop. They dared not go forth 
to labor. They hid in garrets and cellars.— 
.Affectionate daughters conveyed food to the 
father, whom the slave-huuter. like a blood¬ 
hound was tracking out The church, poor 
and feeble as it was, raised $500 to aid their 
brethren in their helplessness and terror.— 
The alternative before tlie victims was terri¬ 
ble. Tiicy must either be dragged back into 
slavery, or, abandoning their families, exile 
themselves alone, in poverty and friendless- 
iiess, in Canada; or selling but, at any sac¬ 
rifice, all their little concerns, uudge their 
weary way, with their wives and their little 
ones, lo the cold North, where tliere was no 
home to receive them, no frienTls to greet 
them, and where perhapa starvation was lo 
be their lot. But any doom was preferable 
to the doom of slavery. Nearly all these 
persons, whose only crime is tliat they love 
liberty, have fled fi-oin the stars and suipes 
of our free Re|mblic, to find jirotection be- 
ueatli liionarcliical England. Some escaped 
in vessels lo Nova Scotia and New Bruns¬ 
wick. Some have toiled along on foot throligli 
the drifting snows to Canada. Soma selling 
their little all, and aided by the contributions 
of their Christian friends, have taken the rail 
cars, with their children, and e8c.aped to tlie 
Iree soil of Queen \Tctoria. Some yet re¬ 
main. Tliev Iwpe that tlie opposition wliich 
lias been manifested towards the law, that 
the warm denunciation which it has encoun¬ 
tered ft-oni so many generous liearts, may 
dissuade the slave-hunter from attempting to 
molest them. But they live in constant ter¬ 
ror. Every now and then there is a rumor 
that their dreaded foe iias been seen prowl¬ 
ing about their dwellings, looking witli evil 
eye upon their cluidren. Tho nnnonuce- 
inent sends the blood rushing back upon 
their fainting hearts. ■ 

No pen can describe the sufferings which 
have been and still are endured. _ 'fhey feel 
that in the darkest night of des^tisin, a more 
tyrannical edict never crushed human hearts, 
"those wlio have escaped into Siberian exile, 
have encountered n fate almost as deplorable 
as that of those they have left behind. The 
friends they love, and triiose sympathies they 
prize, they have lo^t iorever. The cliurch 
where they loved to meet, to sing and to pray, 
finding solace for the woes of life in the an¬ 
ticipation of immortal blessedness, they can 
never enter more. Those warm homes where 

the affectionate race love so well, they have 
exclianged for loneliness, poverty aiidj suf¬ 
fering. 

Is not a law, of which this is not its exag¬ 
geration, but its natural operation, o disgrace 
to the age, and a tenfold disgrace to the coun¬ 
try which tolerates it? Is it not expecting 
too much, even of fallen human nature, to 
think that Christians and patriots can con¬ 
template it with silent complacency ? There 
is a God of justice! He will cause even tlie 
wratli of man to praise him. But his ear 
will not forever be closed to the cry of the 
oppressed.

bees. 

In many sections of the eounlfy the tees 
have stored up but little honey this sea^n, 
and the late seasons are generally short of 
stores for winter. It is important to attend 
lo such families before severe cold weather 
sets in. 1 do not recommend taking up, 

or destroying these weak fanoilies witliout 
honey, because we gain nothing by siicn a 
course, even admitting that they die of fam¬ 
ine before spring, unless 't some tew 
ounces of honey that may he in the hire. 
My plan is to feed them. 1 a small tin 
jian, say eight inches long by six inches wide, 
and two or tliree inches deep, which must 
be made with the sides perpendicular. 1 
then lake a thin piece w’ood and make a 
float to fit the inside. This float I pertorate 
with holes as close as possible, that will not 
! admit a bee to pass through. I um a heated 
iron, and burn them out, after having first 
made small holes with an awl. Or you may 
rou a saw through the float to withui an inch 
of the center, from both ends; then shave 
out the interstices made by the saw on both 
sides, so that the honey will pass through 
easily. The pan is then filled with liquid 
honev, or svrup made of cheap brown sugar, 
and the flo^t set upon it. Place the pan in 
the chandler of the hive, with a (laue of glara 
in front, to admit the stid, and the be« will 
come irp and carry tlie contents of the [ran 
down, and store the honey in their combs. 
You can place the pan under the bees, if tlie 
hive is not filled with combs; and if filled, 
place a vadir under it, to raise it to receive 
the [lan. In such case, you should contract 
the entrance to the hive so that hut one or 
two bees can [lass at a time, to prevent rob¬ 
bing, and see that the liive sets down tight 
on all sides upon the vadir, or the floor 
board. A tight wooden box will answer all 
the purposes of a tin pan. During the 
warm days of November, you can thus feed 
your bees eiiougli to carry them through tlie 
winter. If you put the pan into the chamber 
of your hive (if it has one) you should trail 
the bees to the honey at ffest by a^few scat¬ 
tering drops, rap[)iug on the side of the hive 
at the time, to cause them to ascend.

THE YOUNG MEN OF THE DAY. 

One of the characteristics of the young 
men of the present day, it must lie owned, 
is not modesty. At least, that quality is not 
very likely to be a very fortiiidable bar to 
their rising in life. Things are much chang¬ 
ed in this respect, even in my timc,a]ihongb, 
gentle reader, I would not have you infer 
from this circumstance that 1 can look too 
Jar back.

But now the latter is dogmatical in 
his opinions, thinks he knows more than 
anybody else on all subjects, crowds out his 
seniors from a group of ladies or a [losirion 
at the supper table, like one having authori¬ 
ty, and has, iu fine, all the airs of a fine gen¬ 
tleman before he is out of his teens. When 
an occasion and his company suit, if he 
chances to be fresh from college, he affects 
in his sentiments to be tlie roue, aud vindi¬ 
cates the skepticism of the “German 
School.” He drops in at an Opera or at a 
Theatre, lounges at a late liour at a hilltard 
saloon, and has there a dare devil, noncha¬ 
lant air, and a swaggering importance in his 
gait, when he calls for his brandy and segnr, 
tliat quite electrifies one brought up in the 
olden time. In my day these things were 
symptoms of something wrong in a young 
man—now they are too common-place to 
attract attention—they are nterely thouglil 
to be manliuess. It is the fashionable mode 
ofshowingoff in a graceful and emphatic 
way that he is no longer in leading-strings at 
home. But were it to stop here, it might not 
be so mischievous in its tendencies,but dissi¬ 
pated scenes and asstfciates must lead the 
least immoral gradually into vicious indul¬ 
gences, and corrupt and enervate the youth¬ 
ful mind. But it is also a lamentable waste 
of time. Hence the young meu of the day 
are neither as moral nor as well informed as 
they were formerly, although eJucatton, as a 
system, is decidedly improved and more 
' widely extended.—Dr. Becchtr. 


Tho proslnvery papers of the school or 
the N. Y. Herald, and Boston Traveller, are 
greatly disturbed by the a[)pearance of a 
German paper in New Y'ork, edited by some 
of Kossuth’s associates, which takes ground 
against .Imerkan as well as European tyr¬ 
anny, and seems to show that Kossuth is 
“unsound”—iu the old hunker sense—on 
the slavery question. The facts are these; 

The Dentsch Zeitung, a german news¬ 
paper of New York has passed into the 
hands of two able . editors ot Kossuth,s suit, 
Messrs A. Gyurman and F. Wutschell, who 
have issued it daily since the Ist instant, nn- 
der the name of the Demokrotiseqet Volker- 
bnnd, or Democratic Peo|iles’ League. 
Wutschell was the editor of au able demo¬ 
cratic journal in Europe, aud Mr. Gyurman 
was a co-laborer for three years on tbe 
celebrated Pesti Hirlap, of which Kossuth 
was principal editor. More recently during 
tlie Hungarian conflict he was principal edi¬ 
tor of the official organ of Kossuth’s gov- 
erimieut. At the' disastrous terminatiou of 
tliat conflict he fled to Turkey, and was ex¬ 
iled to Kutahia with Kossuth, witii whom 
he embarked for the United States on board 
the Mississippi. He commences his editorial 
career iu America under the ap|irotiation of 
the Hungarian Governor, expressed in a neat 
letter which he places at tbe head of bis 
editorial columns. 

The paper will pay its principal attention 
to European questions, but will also discuss 
measures of American politics. On this 
point the editors say iu their prospectus, as 
translated by the N. Y. Herald : 

1. The slavery question. With regard to 
it, we consider the ranipromise no settled 
solution, but a provisional law, for the abro¬

i Pitt died at a solitary house on Wimbletou 
1 Common. Not far oS; by the roadside, stood 
and still stands, a small country inn, where 
the various parties interesteti in the great 
statesman’s life were accustomed to applv 
for information, aud leave tlieir hors« and 
carriages.
